UN THE JUDICIARY SYSTEM. 



CONTINUED. 



Sir, while the Judges came down from the King, 
the people of England were alilicted, oppressed, a- 
guuized; when they ascended from the people, and 
were rendered, polittioaily as well as morally, res- 
ponsible to them, they became tranquil and happy, 
i ne i ederal Judges come down upon the people ut 
the States, from the Federal buveronieut, as did 
■ie J odges Irum the King upon the people of fcng- 
Jand; With this d.ffereuce, that there was a moral 
responsibility there: here there can he noue. There 
Judicial obliquity was visited upon siugle individu- 
als, and mostly upon those who had been so unfortu- 
nate as to incur the displeasure of the throne; upon 
individuals who, inspired oy the love of liberty, 
dared to oppose the extension of the royal preroga- 
tive. The pecuniary exactions nlade . y the Judg- 
es, in the indulgence of avaricious impulses were 
comparatively ot little importance. The people 
were saved Iroin Irequeut and extensive visitations 
ot that sort; tiy the moral restraint of which I have 
just spoken; sy me moral respousinility of the Judg- 
es But here, the Judges may visit States; mat 
»lsit the whole people of a stale, in their corporate 
character , in obedience to wliat they may cboose to 
consider their official duty; and thereby swell the 
power of the Geveruinent, whose organs they are. 
i hey may ueuiralize, or e^eu paralyze the power 
ol the Slates, wituout being conscious ol intending 
to indict an injury tipnii them. Influenced bv that 
love of power, wlncu ts natural to man, when invest- 
ed with it, and habituated to exercise it, they may 
dimmish the happiness aud endanger the liberty of 
millions of freemen; and if, without intending to do 
more than to display the splendors o judicial intel- 
lect; it, wucii they are only endeavoring to excite 
public admiration, by the exercise of their powers 
ol construction, they may iullict injuries so vital 
tipou the States: What may nut Judges, wholly 

irresponsible as they are, not do towards the de- 
gradation of the States, and the vassalage of the 
people, when they shall design to do so? 

Mr. President; The preseul incumbents are a- 
bove all suspicion: obliquity of inot.ve ha- never 
been a*c: iued lo any ul them; their successors may 
not possess, or deserve, pu die confidence to t tie 
same exleut. But, let it tie remembered, that the 
Judges against whom injurious imputations were 
not made, even when the fervorof party politics was 
at its highest sustained and enforced the ultra aod 
sedition tales. American citizens were fined heav- 
ily, and imprisoned too, under the sedition law: 
such was the proueness of those Judges to swell the 
power ot the Government whose functionaries they 
were. Although the liberty of speech, aud of the 
press, were guaranteed by the Constitution tu all 
the citizens of the States; yet they fined and impris- 
on'd several of our citizens for exerc sing that lib- 
erty. That law, which struck at the very rout of 
liberty, was gravely decided to he constitutional by 
the J udges of tne Federal Government, while laws, 
enacted by the States, in relation to the soil within 
their limits; laws, enacted to give repose to occu- 
pancy, by limiting the period within wiiicliguis 
snould be brought for the protection of the honest 
uccupants. have as gravely beeu decided by them 
tu be unconstitutional arid void But what power 
is it, which any of the States has exercised, wiucli 
tended at all lo assert its sovereignly, and vindicate 
the rights, real or personal, of its citizens, which 
those Judges have not eilherdn-paraged or vacated 
by their decisions! 

And, Mr. President, what law of Congress has 
becu enacted which tended to trench upon the 
rights of the States, or of the citizens of the States, 
which that Court lias not affirmed lo he constitu- 
tional and valid! The Congress, in an evil hour-, 
enacted a law, creating a Bank, with a capital of] 
$35,000,000, with power to plant offices of Dis | 
count nr Deposit in any, and all of the Slates, with ; 
out their consent. The power to enact this law 
was not giveo lo Congress in the Constitution — 1 
have, I ti tsi, shewn, that the powers f the General 
Government exist in grant; that they are, and 
must uecessartly be, c .press, aud cannot he impli 
cd; that the people of a Slate, or Nation, may, 
through the agency of their functionaries, create a 
Corporation, but that t he Corporation when creat- 
ed, iliitsl he content with the powers granted; that 
its powers, necessarily, consist in grant, and that it 
Cannot create another Corporation — and Uvat too, 
with power not conceded to itself. 

1 need not here repeal tne. reasons; I need not 
state that the Constitution, itself, negatives, ex-j 
pressly, the exercise of any power hy the Federal j 
Government not therein granted; that all the pow- 1 
cr not granted, remained with the neople and the i 
States; consisted in the will of the people, and they I 
belonged to the States. Yet the Judges of the 
Federal Court decide that this law was Cousticu- 
tional and valid. Here we have all the power of 
construction, which is usually exerted to vacate a 
State law, employed to sustain this. It was in vain 
to urge that this Bauk could not he authorized hy 
the General Government to do, what that Govern 
merit itselfconld not a do: namely, to become a land 
holder , a laud speculator, within the states; to be- 
come a landlord tp an enormous — in effect, to an un- 
limited — extent. 'The General Government could 
not, itself, by any means whatever, own, even will, 
theooisent of the Slates, more land in any of them 
then should be necessary forthe erection offorts.mag 
a/.incs, dock yords.&c.; and yet the Judges of that 
Court determined, that the Congress could, lawful- 
ly, create a Corporation, and invest it with power 
to hold lands in any of the States, not only for its 
immediate accommodation, in the transaction ofits 
business, but to become the mortgagee of lands, to 
any extent, and to receive them in payment of 
debts. The J udges of that Court, jlso, as gravely 
determined that the same Bank, which might law- 
fully thrust itself into any and every one of the 
states, and become a freeholder and laudlord in 
eacii of them, in addition to its other privileges, 
should h ive the special privilege of sirring, aud be 
ing sued, 1.1 the Courts of the United Statos. 



| So that you see, Mr. President, wliat are the 
construing powersuf these Judges; they first con- 
strue this Iiaok, with all its enormous powers, into 
j exis' ence; and then construe themselves into ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of all its causes. They confer 
upon it the power of drawing the cilizens, whom it 
shall sue, or by whom it may be sued, from the ex- 
tremes! parts of the State, into the Federal Court. 
Nor is ll unworthy ofobservalion, that, in constru- 
ing this monster into legitimacy, they construe the 
States out of the: r sovereign taxing power, at least 
so far as related to the money it employed within 
the State for hanking purposes. Vee,sir, the States 
ot Maryland , O iio, and Kentucky , ivere successive- 
ly trodden down by this Political J ugernaul. There 
is scarcely a State in this Union, whose power of 
sell-government has not, at one time or other, been 
denied and resisted by t lie Judges of that Court. 
It is vain to urge tliat, by tbe genius and structure 
of our Governments, tbe citizens, and their proper 
ty, belong, exclusively, to ihe States. That tlieir 
conduct and their tenures are, of course, subjects 
of exclusive State Legislation: that the object of 
the erection of the Federal Government was the 
regulation ol the exterior concerns, and foreign re- 
lations, of the Sta 1 es; that it was to regulate the in- 
tercommunion of the StateR with foreign nations, 
and with each other; that it was not to act upon the 
citizens individually, except in special and specifi- 
ed cases. Judicial construction must be employed 
and whether employed by l lie Judges, m tbe deri- 
vation of power lo themselves, or in its application 
to others, has achieved w onders. 1 1 is a new and 
mighty agent — boundless in its strength, indefina- 
ble in its structure, add terrible in ils operations 
It has the faculty of enveloping certainty in doubt, 
aud, eventually, substituting judicial discretion for 
law — for rule 

What mav Dot be apprehended from the exercise 
■of this discretion in times which are to come? The 
udges, as has been shown, represent a mere Cor- 
poration — the Federal Government; they are creat- 
ed by it; placed above the control of the will of the 
people. In a state of disconnection with them; in- 
accessible to the charities and sympathies of social 
life; subject, in the exercise of ibeir powers, lo the 
restraints, ostensibly, of the law and the Constitu- 
tion; hut, really, to those of their own will only. 
Ihe Bankofthe United States, the creature of the 
perverted corporate powers ol the Federal Govern- 
ment, the protegee of the Judges — possessing ao 
intrinsic power beyoud even that ufllie Judges, aod 
[more irresponsible, if possible than they are. 
W hat, I ask, may not be apprehended hy the peo- 
ple of the States, from a coalesceoe, unconsciously 
if you please, of their kindred, irresponsible, ami 
stupendous powers! Avarice and ambition are two 
of the strongest passions in our nature The one 
aims at wealth, the other at dominion O.lice is pow 
er — so is wealth; success places the votaries of each 
above the reach of the social sympathies ol the mass 
of mankind , but does not extinguish Ihe social bias 
of tiieir nature. It places both above the v:cis3.- 
tudes and cross purposes of common life, gives leis- 
ure to both, and invites them, hy art the points in 
common between thorn, to a slate of concert and 
intercommunion. The coalition between fc'sesar, 
Pompey and Crassus, was of this character; the 
blood of Pharsalia marked its progress, the prostra 
lion of Romau liberty its eud. Crassus was drop- 
ped hy the way — his wealth was used and In: was 
no longer useful; but the Bauk of the United Males 
is composed of more durable materials. It is a cor- 
porate agent, which wields <V Controls all the money , 
oruearly all, which the commerce of the United 
Males employs. And surely, Mr l’resideut, no ar 
(guments need be used lo prove to this Senate, that 
the power which controls the niouey of a country, 
controls the people of that country. I wish not to 
be misunderstood here; I say that when the Govern- 
ment of any country surrenders lo a Corporation 
Ihe control of the money which is employed in the 
agencies of the people ol that conni ry , it surrenders 
not only people, hut eventually, the Government of 
the people, to that Corporation. 'I Ins Bank, sir, 
(was created, and has been, thus far, cheeiished and 
[sustained by the General Government and its judi- 
cial organs, ostensibly as a convenient collector ot 
I the public revei ne, but really, it is lo be reared, a- 
llie medium through which the General Govern 
meut might act, with all the force of money, upon 
the people of the Mates, alieuatc them from tlx 
Local Governments, aud connect them witht.u 
General Government — not as the agents whose win 
i should administer the Government,, but as subjects 
.whose will should be controlled by it. 

I his Bank Charter, Mr. President, l consider a 
a siippliment to the const itiition of the U. Slates. 

| by which the Government of the Union is esscui , a I - 
ly and radically changed; the federative character 
(of the Government ts obliterated by it; its exterior 
i lederative complexion is as yet retained, liul it 
1 is no lunger a Federal Government; it is a Nation 
al Government. ’The people of the States will he 
; brought within the control of the government as 
j effectually, hy this supplement to the Coustitulion. 
i as they c-mid have been hy that instrument in its 
[original formation, if such had been the avowed m 
tent ol its framers. 'This Back may , and who can 
doubt but it will.exei t its influence iD the state elec- 
i Ileus, aye, and in those of the Gtot ral Government 
(too. I he lime may come when the aspirants t- 
i the Chief Magistracy will look lo it onlv for tlieir 
elevation, it has, it cannot but have, all who arc 
entitled to vole, more or less m ils powei ; it is me 
diately or immediately, the creditor of them all. 
The People have ils money, -are indebted to it for 
the whole amount in circulation, aud we all know- 
how to estimate the independence of debtors md 
tenants. Sir. we have seen the laws of a sovereign 
Stale arraigned in lire Supreme Court t y that in- 
stitution; we have beard the counsel, which it had 
employed lo degrade ihe Slate, address that Conrl 
as the most august tribunal beneath Ihe son; as a 
tribunal whose nod gttv'e rule to sovereign Slates. 
i And what followed! Did that august tribunal de 
dare the Stale Iaw3. which the Bank had thus ar- 
raigned unconstitulional? No, sir; that task is re- 
served and will, no doubt, be performed hereafter 
Bnt.it authorized the Judges on their circuits to 
enact a suitable system of execution rules — not laws 
Mr President — rules of Court . The Congress had 
not enacled a system of execution laws; the system 
f tl.n State did not suit the taste or convenience of 
he Bank. It did not permit the debtor’s land to 
•esc.!,! lor less than three fourths ofits value; il did 
not permit Ins body to be imprisoned. This did not 
suit the Bank, but il was suited hy the Judges. Ev- 
ent ion rules was enacted by Ihe Judge, subjecting 
t he lands of (he debtor to sale, for whatever they 
might bring, without valuation, and subjecting his 
body to imprisonment. And so the matter stands 
at ibis moment. 

Sir. if this tfai.k Charter were no* considered as 
a supplement to the Consti'nnou, incorporating the 
power which it creates, with those already possess 
ed by the General Government.! should have no 
hesitation to say that it would eventually control 



not only the Stale Government, hut the General 
Government also. The power exercised bv the 
Bank is (he more lo be dreaded, because its opera 
lion is silent and impercepiiole, and because, on 
that account, it may tne more easily operate upon, 
not only Ihe people hut their functionaries. Ii 
rules by seeming to yield; it controls not only all 
whom it accommodates, but through them, all whom 
they can control. Its power is atmospheric, and 
like the atmosphere, conceals, 
placency a 
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mystic ladder of construction, to the clouds, after 
law ; that it is a mere matter of common sense, 
understood and reduced to practice in the States; 
dial it is comprehended and regarded, hy the tliuu 
sands who compose the Mates, as the rule of their 
Conduct, and of tlieir properly. That law i&, in 
fact, a rule of fitness, resulting from the relation, of

v nit us, entails and primogeniture were abolish 
i'-d; the distributive principle was incorporated ii 
I ‘-ur 8»a(iites of descents ; aid every man was placed 
on the basis of equality of rights; free scope was 
1 (riven todiis faculties, imellectul and physical; com- 
petition was .eil free to w!itt ardor in the career of 
industry- The Governments, I mean the Slate 
Governments, while they ftirmshed the highest in 
cemives to industry, hy the protection which they 
gave to its achievements, secured its votaries in ti 
< njoyment of Us fruits, and secured thorn from the 
bad influences of accumulated wealth, by tbe a ho 
’it on of the laws of primogeniture aod entails 
But, Mr. President, to what purpose wore all these 
regulations iu favour of equal rights, ai d ti e dis- 
triiuiii .ii of wealth; and these precautions against 
the direful effects of its perpetual accumulation in 
the hands of a 'civ! To what purp* st* was fhe ar 
my (educed to 6,1)00 men in time of peace' 

\ ou tell tne that ail this was to render more securt 
the enjoyment of liberty by the citizens; but how 
idle this parade of caution, if, as tbe fact has tur- 
ned out to be, it is in the power of three unarmed 
men. the Judges, a majority of a quorum of the 
Justices ot the Supreme Court, to create and lo- 
cate in each State, a corporate aristocracy of over- 
shadowing wealth; oue which, nil weakened by any 
rival, must, from the nature of its power, and the 
nature of ma/i, control the will of the citizens of J j 
each Stale in which it is placed It is useless tot! 
tell me that Congress enacted the law establishing I j 
jtU*' Bank: .or I reply, that the People of the Slates 
denied tne power of Congress to do so. 'I he Judg- 
es affirmed the power of Congress; overruled the 
voic e and will of the People of the btales, and 
gave its protection to the institution. But, sir, 1 
am, I tear, weat ying you and the Senate with this 
j Bank Sir, I have only to urge, as an apology , that j 
|i have been, from the establishment of that insli- 
I tntion, deeply impressed that, in its creation, the 
:ixe was laid to the root of the tree of liberty ; that 
[the Bank, through the instrumentality of the pow- 
er of construction, assumed by the Judges in its 
favour, must prostrate the Stales; and that, with 
the fall of the States, the liberty of the People 
must fall. I would willingly avert, and, if I could 
riot avert, I would delay, as long as possible, that 
disastrous -vent. 1 do entertain the hope, Mr. 
President, that, by multiplying the Judges to the 
number of ten, and requiring seven of them to 
concur before they can vacate a State law, this fa- 
tal proneness, in the Judges, to construe the States 
out of their rights, may. a.t least, to some extent, 
be checked ; that the Judges, by residing in tlieir 
respective Circuits, will become better acquainted 
with the matter of fact shape of human life. They 
w ill perceive that ;t in uot necessary to climb the 



j fit place for the votaries of avarice and inordinate 
i ambition. 1 cannot agree that they shall hold tlieir 
j hail orgies, or perform tlieir sordid rite s, iu that 
temple.

It is but little more than half a century . since the 
great channel of internal improvement in England, 
was that of turnpike roads. They so on became as 
numerous ami as extensive, as the great mail routes 
thirty years ago, were in this country. — Soon after, 
canals became as popular there, as turnpike roads 
here. Now rail roads with them, are as imrcii the j 
rage, as are canals with us 

l ump i ne roads have not always been found pro- 
ductive property t yet they have generally been of 
essential advantage to the country, in advancing its 
cultivation, and facilitating tne operations of trans- 
portation. But canals nave* i believe, always 
been found highly productive to their proprietors; 
a id of still higher advantage to the country through 
which they pass, than turnpike roads. Kail Bonds, 
however; will must unquestionably be found, in all 
respects, of tiib Ingest advantage. fire relative 
costs of these several kinds of internal improve 
meats, docs not strictly correspond with the order 
in wiiicii they have been introduced, nor with the 
ratio of the advantages respectively derived from 
them. 

According to most authentic estimates of their 
relative expense, three turnpike roads, as con- 
structed in England, will build one rail road; fend 
three rail roads, one canal. These proportions, 
however are not adapted to this country . Our roads 
ami canals, and our rail ways, if ever we have any, 
can be constructed lor about half the sum paid for 
them in Great Britain. There the companies 
which construct those works, are obliged to pur- 
chase the land through which they pass. This often 
great. y enhances their cost; and especially of ca- 
nals, where water i» scarce, the use of which is also 
purchased. The average cost of our turnpike 
roads, is not much above $ lCdU per mile. The Bus- 1 
ton and Salem turnpike, the best in the country,! 
cost $'£U0i) per mile. The Philadelphia and Lau-I 
caster road ,$ i GOO per mile. Admit the average 
cosu ot «iir mads to be $ 1 200, and that of our canals ’ 
$10,000 per mile; then it would req lire fifteen 
miles of turnpike road to make one of canal. And 
if we may rely upon tiie deductions drawn from! 
minute calculations, made by the ingenious Col.! 
Stephens, of Hoboken, and recently submitted in a] 
letter to our esteemed Governor, the cost of four 
miles of our turnpike roads, will construct one mile j 
of a single edge rail road, with proper convenien- 1 
ce9 for return carnages to pass.

The law prodding for the appropriating the va 
caut lands in th(. slate of Va. passed at the May ses 
stun of the Legislature of thatstate in the year 1779. 
By this law uo land oltice treasury ivari ant was to 
be issued by the. Register until the 15th day of Oc- 
to >er 1779; and the manner in which entries were 
to be made on the warrants when issued, was pro- 
vided Liras follows.— -“If several persons shall ap 
ply with their warrants at the office of any surveyor! 
at the same tlmo to make entries, they shall he! 
p. efered according to the priority of the dales -of | 
thoir warrants.” This provision prompted every} 
person desirous of obtaining lands, to endeavour to 
procure his warrants on the loth of October 1779, 
(the first day ou which Land office treasury war- 
rants were permitted to issue,) ou account of the 
preference of entry in favour of the oldest warrant. 
No eutnes on treasury warrants could by law be 
made until the first day of May 1730, therefore a 
very great nuinotr of people visited Kentucky, pre- 
vious to that day, with the view of exploring the 
country, so as toienable them to locate their w ar- 
rants to the greatest advantage. 

On the 1st day of -May 1780, the Surveyor's office 
for the County of Kentucky for receiving War- 
rants and making entries, was opened according to 
law, at Wilson’s Station, on a branch of Salt River 
and about two miles from Harrodsburgh; but so 
numerous were the applicants on that day with 
their Warrants, that it took the surveyor, with the 
assistance of two or three deputies, several days 
to receive aod receipt for the warrants; after which 
be was engaged 15 or 20 days more in arranging 
them, before any entries were permitted to he 
made. 

The claims adjudged to those who had settled in 
the country and raised corn or made improvements 
called Preemption, or Settlement and Preemption 
claims, were so numerous, that all the most noted 
a id valuable situations were secured by them; so 
t int strangers had little chance of distinguishing 
between the lands claimed and those unclaimed, 
aud were therefore unable to make entries with 
any reasons de prospect of securing the land; con 
sequoutly early in J one, most of the owners of war 
ants, confided them to the experienced Hunters 
and Woodsmen of Kentucky to make eulries ou 
them and returned to their respective homes. 

The great influx of people into Kentucky in the 
latter part of the year 1779, and the early part of 
1730, occasioned a scarcity of provisions in the 
country, bnrJering on a famine. Many families 
never tasted bread, until the corn was fit to make 
uieal of, their dependancc was entirely on the 
game, of which the Buffalo was the principal; 
hut the settlclnents were so closely watched by (ha 
Iudians, and the game having retired from the 
neighbourhood of the stations, it was with great la- 
bour and hazard, that provisions could be procur- 
ed. All the traces* contiguous to the stations 
were waylayed by the Indians, therefore the hun- 
ters found it necessary to start early enough to gel 
out in the woods 3 or 4 miles before day; and oh 
their retiirn, to travel altkedistance afU r night to 
their homes. 

In the spring 1780, more families carne to Lou- 
isville than to any other point in the coiintry, by* 
means of the Ohio River, from whence they moved 
out to Bear Grass and Salt River stations; and as 
there was a very great intercourse between those' 
two stations and Louisville, and especially the for-i 
tuer, it was almost impossible to pass without being 1 
attacked by Indians. The danger became so great 
at last, that none attempted to pass in the day time 
without a party sufficiently large to protect them 
selves against any enemy that would likely assail 
them. As it was not convenient to make up a par- 
ty at all times, strong enough to be safe, they a- 
dopted the practice of travelling in the night. No 
sooner did the Indians discover this tbaD they made 
choice of suitable ground, where they tied grape 
vinos avruss the road, so as to check both man and 
horse attempting to pass, who therefore fell an ea- 
sier prey thuu in the day time. 

Early in the same year Gen. Clarke willi a party 
of upwards of two hundred rain went down the Ohio 
riv. r from Louisville to a placte on the Mississippi 
below the mouth of the Ohio called the Iron Banks.

St. Louis to review the.troops as well as the works 
of defence. Th'e Spanish coinmamidut at bt. Louis 
had built a blockhtmsef and strengthened oilier pari* 
of the place, and on the arrival of Clarke, offered 
him the command on both sides of the Mississippi 
river, but General Clarke deciiued taking the com- 
mand, until he could ascertain where the assault 
would he made; he continued ouly about two hours 
in St. Louis, before he returned to Coho. 

The Commandant at St. Louis was disappointed 
in Clarke's leaving him so soon; he expected he 
would have staid to diuoer with him, and to enter- 
tain him the better, ho bad sent out a hunter to kill 
some ducks for tint purpose. This hunter fell in | 
with a spy from the invading army near the margin 
of the river, who entered into conversation with 
him, and asked him a great many questions, and 
amongst others, who commanded at Coho? The 
Ilnnter answered Montgomery had heretofore com- 
manded, hut that Clarke had just arrived with a 
great force, and that Coho was now commanded 
by him. The sp) replied that was impossible, as he 
knew Clarke was in Kentncky;fur an express from 
tl>e Governor of Virginia with despatches to Gen. 
Clarke, addressed to him at Louisville, had lately 
been killed by the Indians, arrd thcrelore he knew 
( larke cfnild not be at Coho. The hunter said it 
was immaterial about the despatches, but that 
Clarke was at that moment in St. Louis, and that 
he bad come edit to kill some ducks for his dinner'. 

In the evening au attack was made on the town 
of St. Louis by the invading enemy, and shortly 
after a similar attack was made on C oho— Clarke 
drew out his forces at Coho, but only a slight skir- 
mish took place before the enemy retreated; he 
had two men killed. Immediately after the eneny i 
withdrew, Clarke sent over 306 men to the relief of 
St. Louis, and on their approach the enemy retired j 
troin that place also. This invading army Tad 
coyic from Michilimackioack. 

Whilst Gen. Clarke ivas at Ccho, several French 
deserters camfc in and gave him the information of 
the intended expedition against Kentucky under 
the command of Col. Byrd from Detroit. He sent 
three or four hundred men up the Illinois, and to 
Rock river who destroyed several towns. 

Soon after receiving certain intelligence of 
Byrd’s intentions, Gen. Clarke, Major Harlan, and 
Capt. Consola with a few others set out from St. 
Louis for Fort Jefferson and sent 50 men tip to Lou- 
isville with ammunition for the purpose of carrying 
an expedition into the enemy’s country, and if pos- 
sible intercept Byrd on his march for Kentucky. 

From Fort Jefferson, Clarke. Harlan and Con- 
sola setoff on foot for Harrodshurgh in Kentucky, 
It yyas a remarkable wet season, all the rivers were 
very full so that they were obliged to make rafts 
to cross both the Tennessee and Cumberland riv- 
ers, the smaller rivers they snain. A short dis- 
tance from the Tennessee river they were discov- 
ered by a party of Indians and pursued and very 
narrowly escaped, the Indians having crossed the 
Tennessee above them, and waited to meet them 
on (heir landing; but fortunately they discovered 
the Indians in time to make their landing below Ihe 
month ot a wide and deep creek, and immediately

The information of Ihe taking of Riddle’s and 
lartin’s stations, entirely changed Ihe project that 
had been conceived, of intercepting the army on its 
way to Louisville, wheie Major Chaplain informed 
was the place on which they designed to make 
their first attack. Gen. Clarke themfoic recoin- 
nended, that the whole force that could possibly be 
raised, should por«;ie the Indians to their towns, 
ind destroy all their previsions at least. This pro 
position was unanimously agreed to by all the olfi 
cersof the militia; and as there wore a consdnrhle 
number of men ou a visit to the country, imme- 
diate orders were given to enroll every man 

and to prevent any from leaving the Coimtiy, an 
officer with a Sufficient force was stationed at the 
Crab Orchard the only outlet from the settled parts 
with orders to stop all who at tempted to leave the 
country; and if they refused to retuin and join tin- 
expedition, to take from them their arms and atn 
munition. Drafts were immediately made in ah 
the stations in the country, and four fifths of a! I j 
the men able to bear arms, ordered to hold them- 
selves ready to inarch as soon as arrangements could 
be made at Louisville for the transportation up the 
river of a field piece, ammunition and previsions.
